The Ohio Wool Pool 
handles annually better than 4,000,- 
000 p ounds of wool. Ev ery sheep and 
wool grower 
in Pickaway 
county 
whether he handles five sheep or a 
large flock may p articip ate in this 
serv ice up on the same basis. 


Ten terrific ex p losions early Tues­ 
day rocked the east side of Cleveland. 
Fifty p ersons were injured by the 
blast. The ex p losions threw scores of 
p ersons from their beds andshattered 
hundreds of windows. 
Fire following the blasts consumed 
the p lant of the Ohio Bronze Powder 
comp any , causing a loss of $100,000. 
Plants of the Jordan Motor comp any 
and the Ap ex Washing Machine com­ 
p any were damaged by the concus­ 
sion. 
The ex p losions are believed to have 
been caused by 
a bolt 
of lightning 
striking the buildings of the Bronze 
p odwer works. 
Following the vivid flash of light­ 
ning sheets of flames lighted the sky 
in the v icinity of the p owder comp any 
p lant. The blaze quickly burned thru 
, the p owder works destroy ing the main 
building with its stock and equip ment. 
Firemen were kep t back by the heat 
of the fire and the ex p losions which 
occurred without 
warning. 
Twenty 
firemen were knocked down 
by one 
heav y 
concussion 
and 
Lieutenant 
George Mace sustained 
a dislocated 
right shoulder. 
The fire sp read quickly threatening 
more than a hundred homes in the 
vicinity . 
In one 
house 
menaced by 
the embers, two children were sick 
abed. 
N. W. 
Stevens, 
the father, 
was seriously burned rescuing the p a­ 
tients. 
The windows in one entire side of 
the Jordan p lant were broken out by 
the force of the ex p losions. The Ap ex 
p lant was similarly heavily damaged. 
Watchmen at the two factories were 
cut and burised. 
Residents in the neighborhood, rude 
ly hurled 
from 
their 
beds 
were 
forced into the streets to face a driv ­ 
ing rain in scanty clothing. 
Many of these whose names could 
not be learned were p ainfully cut and 
bruised by falling glass and debris. 
The fire following 
the ex p losion 
was the second serious blaze during 
the night. 
Two fire chiefs earlier 
were injured in an outbreak in the 
Hiekox building which caused $20,000 
damage. 
The origin of the fire was 
undetermined. 
Lightning struck the roof of the 
home of James 
Dwy er 
in Garfield 
heights and resulting flames caused 
$3,500 damage. 
Mrs. Dwy er and her 
two children were overcome by smoke 
and carried from the burning house. 
Twenty families were forced from 
their ap artments in another fire dur­ 
ing the night.

J ewel Room Defies Ingenu­ 
ity of Thiev es. 


London.—Th e 
crown jewels of E ng ­ 
land. valued at tens of millions of dol­ 
lars, h ave been placed under stricter 
g uard since visiting American gunmen 
were credited with participating ill a 
series of gigantic jewel robberies re­ 
cently . 
Th e jewels, spread out in glittering 
array , are seen by th ousands of Am er­ 
ican tourists every y ear in th e T ower 
of London. 
Th ey simply pay th eir 
six pence, walk by two g uards attired 
like th e familiar p ortraits of Henry 
VIII, and stand and gush over th e 
jewels as long as th ey like. Th en th ey 
rush out to send picture post cards 
back to Iowa, K a nsa s and Oklah oma. 


Ap p ear to Be Un g u ard ed . 
Apparently th ey are under very lit­ 
tle supervision and m any are h eard 
to remark h ow easy it would be to 
break th e glass and h elp one’s self to 
a couple of million-dollar crowns or a 
scepter or two. 
But th e last serious 
a ttem p t to raid th e crown Jewels was 
made by Colonel Blood in 1071 and be 
never recovered. 
T h e jewel room in th e Tower of 
London is as nearly burglar-proof as 
h um an Ingenuity can devise. 
T h e oc­ 
tagonal glass jewel case in wh ich th e 


j e w e l s are stored is protected by slen­ 
der steel bars five inch es ap a rt and 
looks commonplace enough . 
It stands 
In th e center of th e jewel room and Is 
about ton feet h igh . 
T h e jewels are 
a r ra ng e d artistically on wh ite satin 
tiers. 
Any 
attempt, h owever, to ta m p e r 
with th e case would set alarm bells 
ringing all over th e tower, wh ile th e 
outer gates of th e fortress, started by 
William th e Conqueror, would a uto­ 
matically clang sh ut. 
At th e same in­ 
stant th e occupants of th e jewel room 
would find th emselves Imprisoned by 
th e mech anical closing of th e doors, 
wh ich would convert th e jewel room 
into a large penitentiary cell. 
Steel 
sh utters, ordinarily h idden from view, 
would automatically descend over th e 
glass case containing th e jewels, con­ 
verting it into a gigantic eigh t-sided 
safe. 
Before th e would-be burglar knew 
w h a t was h appening th e ch ances are 
h e would 
find 
h imself 
in 
Scotland 
Yard. 
F amo u s Jewels in Co llectio n . 
Among oth er jewels th e case con­ 
tains : 
Th e crown of England, made for 
C h arles II. 
T h e king's state crown made for 
Queen Victoria’s coronation, contain­ 
ing a gigantic ruby given to th e Black 
Prince and worn by H enry V at Agln- 
c our t; a portion of th e Oullinan dia­ 
mond 
presented to E dw ard 
VII 
by 
Transvaal, th e S tua rt “sapph ire” and 
3,000 smaller diamonds of only a few 
c a r a ts each . 
Th e imperial sta te crown, m ade for 
King George V for th e I>elh i durbar, 
containing a large emerald and more 
th an G.OoO diamonds. 
Queen M ary ’s sta te crown, contain­ 
ing th e famous 
Koh lnoor diamond, 
presented to Queen Victoria by th e 
E ast India company , and th e two oth er 
portions of th e Hullinari diamond. 
T h e roy al scepter, wh ich h as th e 
largest cut diamond in th e world for 
a knob.

Montreal.—The steamer Bu y Mau de, 
lock ed in the frozen w aters of the 
Arctic ocean at Bernard harbor, lias 
been receiv ing the special Far-North 
programs, states a wireless message 
from Ak inv ik , Northwest territories. 
Word was sent throu gh this station by 
the crew of the Bay Mau de to Montreal 
that perfect reception accompanied all 
the programs. 
Ak inv ik is situ ated in the delta of 
the Mack enzie riv er, which empties 
Into the Arctic ocean, abou t 6 00 miles 
west of Bernard harbor.

is a minor bay of Coronation gu lf, 
abou t tiv e degrees from the North 
pole.
